the Baltic to the Black sea and af.

Roumanian, 
German, 
Austro-Hungarian, 
Bulgarian 
and 
Turkish Troops. 


Berlin advices indicated the nego­ 
tiations for a separate peace may be 
under way already as the official an- 
nouncement of the arm istice In Ber­ 
lin said that one of the clauses en­ 
abled the negotiator to begin a peace 
par ley. 


By the terms of the truce Germ an/ 
was allowed 
to move heavy forces 


from the eastern front before the pro­ 
posal was signed. 


The new truce which went into ef­ 
fect on the eastern battle front today 
, and which may extend 
into a pro­ 
tracted arm istice was the outstand­ 
ing feature of the war news. 


Dispatches from 
Berlin 
Indicated 
that actual peace 
negotiations 
be­ 
tween the central powers and Rus- 
sta are either under way or are abou 
to be undertaken, but they were w ith ­ 
out formal confirmation. 


Conditions in the interior of Russia 
are so chaotic that it is impossible to 
fe t a glimpse of the real situation, 
but apparently fighting of a spasmod­ 
ic nature between 
the 
Bolsheviki 
and the patriots continues. 


American refugees who have just 
arrvied at Tokio paint a black pic- 
ture of Russia’s interior affairs.
